While legislative leaders were 
studying modern systems in other 
southern states, members of the 
house and senate penitentiary 
committees were telling Georgians 
of whipping posts, leg spikes, and 
general horrible conditions found 
in Georgia prison camps. 
Recommendations, 

Rainey asked that the use of leg 
cuffs be abolished entirely. He 
recommended employment, of a 
sufficient number of trained 
guards to prevent escapes. 

He also suggested segregation 
of the men's and women’s prisons. 
Both now are at Tattnal, where a 
prison “love nest” existed until 
it was uncovered by legislative 
probe a few months ago. The old 
penitentiary building at Milledge- 
ville might be remodeled for a 
women’s prison, Rainey added. 
This would permit the women’s, 
prison at Tattnall to be used as 
2 segregation unit for either 
youthful or first offenders. 

Chaplains in every prison camp 
were advocated by Rainey. Tatt- 
nall recently obtained the services 
a full-time chaplain. 

Rainev “isclosed that the prison 
hoard already has taken steps to- 
ward establishing a central receiv- 
ing prison where prisoners may 
he classified before being assigned 
to work. 

Governor-Appointee. 

The prison director as suggest- 
ed by Rainey would be appointed 
by the Governor and would work 
conjunction with the prison 
board 

“In the operation of any penal 
svetem it is of primary impor- 
tance that a central governing au- 
thority have full and complete 
control] of all penal affairs,” Rai 
nevs letter to Arnal! said. “This 
foes not exist in Georgia, inas- 
moch as the difficulties surround. 
ing present pena! administration 
in the state are due to complexi- 
ties resulting from overlapping 
‘urisdiction and outmoded  cus- 
toms. 

“Therefore, to relieve this sit- 
uation, may I suggest that a direct- 
or of prisons be appointed by you 
with full power to unify and co- 
ordinate all phases of the penal 
svete and to work in conjunction 
with the board of prisons.” 

The prison board chairman re-

“The torpedo plane attack came 
‘about 1 p. m. 
we went through everything, lit- 
erally from breakfast to hell, as it 
| happened,” he continued. “We had 


been bombarding Guadalcanal in 
_the morning so that the’ Marines 
| could make a push. 


| Experienced Gunners. 


| “Then right after lunch the tor- 

pedo planes came. You should see 
those gunners at work. They were 
experienced men. They’d been 
through many attacks. They aren't 
scared at all. Just having a big 
t.me. They make a sport out of it, 
with cheers and everything. Not 
a single plane got a torpedo home. 

“That was a pretty good day’s 
work, we thought. But that night 
— well, we were just getting start- 
ed then. That was the night that 
the Jap and American task forces 
tangled in the battle off Guadal- 
canal—the night that the cruiser 
U. S. S. Atlanta was damaged and 
had to be sunk. 

“You know about that battle, 
with the ships so close together 
that shells and torpedoes were 
everywhere.” 

That was Lieutenant Cochran's 
toughest one day, but it wasn’t the 
last excitement by any means. 
There were more fights unti) the 
last one for the Helena, her 17th, 
which also was the last of three 
major engagements. 

Cochran came off the Helena in 
Kula guif with the rest of the of- 
ficers and crew in an orderly 
abandonment procedure. Torpe- 
does had smashed her after she 
had helped send four Jap war- 
ships to the bottom. 

After three hours in the water 
Cochran was picked up by a de- 
stroyer. Let him tell the story 
from then on: 

“IT was pleased with myself 
‘when the destroyer 
aboard. Felt awfully safe, you 
know, and thought all my troubles 
were over for a while. My life- 
jacket was covered with oil and | 
had taken it off, put it somewhere. 
Then the gun just above us started 
firing. 


After Jap Cruiser. 

“I was in the ward room. The 
gun fired so fast that it knocked 
out the lights. I found out we were 
after a Jap cruiser which had been 
hiding out. We went in and sent 
torpedoes into her. 

“All that time I was wondering 
what to do. I was on a strange 
ship without a lifejacket and just 
felt lost. 1 certainly felt good when 
the destroyer started churning to- 
ward home. Man, did that wake 
boil and look pretty?” 

Cochran thought it was old 
‘home week when he went aboard 
‘the Helena shortly after leaving

Ark Royal’s Sinking Avenged, 
As Yankee Plane Gets ‘Killer’ 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 
The Navy announced today that 
the skipper of the German U-boat 
which sank the British aircraft 
carrier Ark Roya! had been cap- 
tured by a United States plane 
which bombed and sank the ene- 
my undersea boat off the coast 
of Brazil. 

Aboard the plane was Henry 
E. Hill Jr., aviation ordnance man, 
of Empire, Ga. 

Kaptain Leutenant Friedrich 
Guggenberger, who was decorat- 
ed by Germany for the sinking of 
the British carrier in 1941, was 
one of seven survivors picked up 
after a duel between the Navy 
plane and the U-boat in which 
bombs finally shattered the sub- 
marine. 

Guggenberger, the Navy said, 
“is now a prisoner of the United 
States.” 


by Germany in December, 1941, 
for sinking the Ark Royal and he 
was awarded the oak leaves to the 
Knight’s Cross early this year.” 

Guggenberger was commander 
of one of the two U-boats which 
the Germans credited for the Ark 
Royal sinking.

Only minutes later. the 
U-boat sighted the plane. Antiair- 
craft fire came from the after 
deck gun as the submarine turn- 
ed and increased its speed.

Cost of City Living Declines 
3d Month as OPA Wields Ax 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 13.—(@) 
A new effort by the Office of 
Price Administration to cut down 
the nation’s grocery bill was an- 
nounced tonight, along with a 
report saying that the cost of city 
living has been whittled down 1-2 
of 1 per cent for the third straight 
monthly decline. 

In a “progress report” on his re- 
organization of OPA, General 
Manager Chester Bowles an- 
nounced also the abolition of 
OPA’s oft-criticized legal depart- 
ment and the launching of a new 
compliance program which bans 
“snooping and coercion.” 

“A new OPA program which is 
now in the final stages will de- 
crease the cost of living an addi- 
tional 2.3 per cent,” Bowles’ re- 
port said. “The program. will 
mean lower prices to American 
housewives on apples, oranges, 
onions, potatoes, lard, vegetable 
oils and peanut butter.” 


Cost $100,000,000. 


The cost to the government of 
the new program—which is de- 
signed to carry the country al- 
most half-way back to the Septem- 
ber, 1942, cost-of-living level—will 
in 
funds already available. Bowles 
said this will be spent in transpor- 
tation subsidies and government 
-purchase-and-resale opera tions. 
On peanut butter and perhaps 
lard, rollback subsidies will be 
used to the extent allowed by con- 
gress. 

The new apple ceilings, due 
within a week or so, will average 
17 per cent under present retail 
prices, Bowles said; orange ceil- 
ings, due by the end of the month, 
will effect a .7-cents-a-pound

Italian Crewmen Not Prisoners 


Of War, Algiers

MALTA, Sept. 13.—Malta, once 
the most bombed spot on the 
earth, for the past two days has 
sheltered the main Italian fleet 
plus British battleships and nu- 
merous other major naval craft. 

Yet not a single bomb has been 
dropped, although the island is 
within short bombing range of 
Germany’s best equipped bases in 
southern Italy. 

There has been no more con- 
vincing evidence in the Mediter- 
ranean war of Germany’s waning 
air strength and the overwhelm- 
ing air power of the United Na- 
tions. 

Dramatic Contrast. 


To one who visited Malta last 
summer when a rowboat was tak- 
ing a risk in Valetta harbor the 
contrast is too dramatic to de- 


scribe. 

Almost astounding is the expe- 
rience of the British and Italian 
naval forces at Taranto. 

In this Italian harbor, only 75 
miles from Foggia, Germany’s 
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Radio Declares 


greatest air base in southern Italy 
which has 11 satellite fields, no 
ship of either nation was struck 
by a bomb. 

The British were able to send 
in a section of their navy and 
trade places with the Italian navy 
without a scratch of bomb damage 
to either side.

The new $100,- 
000,000 program will get it about 
half way down, Bowles said, and 
improved enforcement measures, 
he added, will bring about a de- 
cline of about one per cent, leav- 
ing a gap of about 1.3 per cent 
still to be eliminated. 

The long-heralded reorganiza- 
tion of OPA’s enforcement pro- 
gram was revealed as a rather 
sweeping matter. The legal de- 
partment was abolished, as such, 
and its members who worked on 
price problems will be assigned 
to the price department headed by 
James Brownlee, formerly general 
sales manager of the American 
Sugar Refining company. 

Brownlee, Bowles said, “will be 
finally responsible for regulations 
which are clearly understandable 
as well’as legally sound.”

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Reds Besiege 
Bryansk After 


Swift Plunge 


LONDON, Tuesday, Sept. 14.— 
()—The Red army has laid siege 
to the ancient citadel of Bryansk 
on the west bank of the Desna 
river after plunging over the 
bodies of 2,000 Germans to reach 
the east bank and cut four of the 
five trunk railways feeding that 
Axis stronghold, Moscow disclosed 
early today. 

A Soviety communique telling 
of the smash through the mine- 
filled forests east of Bryansk fore- 
shadowed the early capture of that 
pivot of the Axis central and 
southern fronts. 

“Our troops have come right up 
to the town of Bryansk,” said the 
communique recorded by the So- 
viet monitor. 

The bulletin added that General 
M. M. Popov’s troops had overrun 
the vital railway network on the 
eastern side of the Desna moat, 
seizing prisoners and equipment 
the Germans were unable to take 
with them in their flight to the 
high west bank. 

While Popov’s troops. were 
storming through Bryansk’s out- 
skirts, the communique said, oth- 
er Russian armies still were rac- 
ing through the Ukraine toward 
Kiev and the Dnieper river. 

The advance was so swift that 
at the rail station of Kruti, a few 
miles east of Nezhin in the north- 
ern Ukraine, a whole trainload of 
German reserves going to the 
front was caught. 

“The blow delivered by our 
troops was so powerful reinforce- 
ments arriving at this station did 
not even have time to get out of 
their train,” the communique said. 
“The majority of Germans on the 
train were wiped out and the rest 
were taken prisoner.” 

South of Bakhmach in the 
Ukraine the remnants of four 
German divisions, originally ap- 
proximately 60,000 men, were de- 
clared wiped out in another So- 
viet encirclement. 

Aside from the heavy German 
reverses south of Bakhmach and 
before Bryansk, the Russians said 
their troops overhauled and cut 
down 1,500 of the enemy soldiers 
fleeing from the Donets basin 
west of Stalino, and killed hun- 
dreds more in other sectors.

probably saved the whole Ameri- 
can beachhead from being cut to 
pieces.

A sixth name also has gone in— 
the name of a youngster who at- 
tacked a‘ tank with a tommygun. 
But his name cannot be used yet 
in news dispatches because his 
family has not been notified that 
he died trading bullets with a 
steel monster he could not hope 
to hurt. 

The first American assault 
waves were ashore on the Gulf of 
Salerno barely a few hours before 
the Germans sent groups of tanks 
against them. The Nazis met the 
Yanks only a mile from the beach. 

Lieutenant John Whitaker, 18, 
of Fort Worth, Texas, and his men 
were bringing their gun up the 
road when the German 
struck. They were five men alone 
on a road without any other ar- 
tillery, but they went into action 
immediately. 

Whitaker’s commanding officer, 
Captain Wiley Stem, of Waco, 
Texas, has written the following 
official dispatch: 

‘Tieutenant Whitaker and his 
men, having only one 75 mm. self- 
propelled mount available for his 
platoon, engaged 13 Mark-4 Spe- 
cial German tanks. ... All dur- 
ing the engagement they were 
subjected to near cannon and ma- 
chinegun fire and displayed con- 
spicuous and extreme bravery un- 
der fire ... they destroyed three 
tanks and materially assisted in 
the destruction of two others.”

Relieve Monotony

(The following dispatch was

SOMEWHERE IN SICILY.—As the Sicilian campaign 
drew to an end some weeks ago and we went into our rest 
bivouac, rumors by the score popped up out of thin air and 
swept through the troops like a forest fire. 


No. 1 rumor in every outfit, of 
course, was that ships already 
were waiting to take them back 
to the States. That one was so 
old 1 don’t think half the men 
will believe it’s true when the 
war ends, and they actually ‘do 
Start back. 

Other rumors had them staying 
ii, Sicily as occupation troops, go- 
ing to England, going to China, 
and ugly thought—going right on 
as the spearhead of the next in- 
Vasion. 

Some people worry about such 
rumors that constantly sweep our 
armies, but personally I think 
they are harmless.

For Lives as Terror. Spreads

MADRID, Sept. 13.—(#)—A 
welter of graft, political crimes 
and general corruption among per- 
sons high in the pro-Nazi Vichy 
French regime and -ther collabo- 
rationist circles is showr in the 
twice-censored French newspa- 
pers arriving here daily. 

Only the barest outline, how- 
ever, is able to get into the news- 
papers, censored both by the 
Vichy authorities and the Ger- 
mans, but the details are supplied 
by reports seeping over th? bor- 
der. 

The web of pro- German and 
pro-Vichy employes — prefects, 
mayors, local quislings and minor 
officials—is said to be crumbling 
under the triple threat of the ex- 
posure of their graft, assassination 
and plain fear that the German 
domination which has been sup- 
porting them was nearing its end. 

During the last few days, a 
number of Vichy officials of all 
categories and in all parts of 
France have simply’ vanished, 
some with their families, some 
leaving explanatory notes behind 
them. But none left forwarding 
addresses. 

Many went to the northern 
provinces, dispatches from France 
said, to be nearer the German 
border. 

Others did not leave soon 
enough and ended in hospitals, | 
cemeteries or jails. 

The French press which reaches 
Spain by plane could no longer 
hide the seriousness of what it 
called “terrorism.”

Sort of Lavad. 

Although it apparently was Hit- 
ler’s intention to set up a duti- 
ful Mussolini as a sort of expa- 
tyiate Italian Laval—Radio Atlan- 
tic, a Nazi-dominated station, said 
Mussolini was en route to Berch- 
tesgaden—it was fit here that 
any government he set up was 
not likely to draw much atten- 
tion from the Italian people al- 
ready caught in one of the harsh- 
est dilemmas of history. 

For one thing Axis sources per- 
mitted themselves a reference to 
Mussolini's health for the-first 
time, one Berlin broadcast stating 
that he had been suffering from 
gastric ulcers for many years and 
that the illness had grown worse 
in the last few months. 

In this connection it was noted 
that the Germans said Mussolini’s 
original captors had “strapped 
him in an ambulance”’—a possible 
indication of distfaught nerves. 

This did not prevent the Ger- 
mans from describing the exploit 
as a very big action, however, and 
the Swiss telegraph agency, in a 
dispatch from unstated sources, 
even reported that the liberation 
had taken place near Palermo. in 
Sicily. 

Praise for Hitler. 

And it did not prevent the Ger- 
mans from expanding on the 
themes of “Adolf Hitler kept his 
word” and “a heroic German act 
of loyalty.” 

The German high command de- 
voted a passage in its communique 
to observe that “Il Duce’s extradi- 


tion to the Anglo-Americans, 

which had been agreed upon with 
‘the Badoglio government, has been 
foiled.” 

From Oslo, Brussels, Bucharest, 
'Rome, Milan and even Tokyo, the 
German radio reported “reaction” 
ito the news.

There is a remarkable unanimity among 
statesmen of the United Nations in their ex- 
pressed opinions on the broad aspect of post- 
war policy. 

Latest to add his voice to all these who 
advocate an international organization with 
power to suppress any who threaten the peace 
of the world is Secretary of State Cordell Hull. 
In his speech of Sunday last, he urges an in- 
ternational court of justice to handle interna- 
tional disputes of legal type and a co-operative 
world association of independent nations ready 
to “crack down with joint force,” any attempt 
of the criminal element to start up “the mon- 
strous spectacle” of war. 

In recent days Prime Minister Winston 
Churchill has urged postwar collaboration be- 
tween his country, Britain, and the United 
States, to enforce peace. 

Prime Minister MacKenzie King, of Canada, 
has also championed the cause of an inter- 
national police force to maintain peace. 

The Republican party at its Mackinac Is- 
land conference adopted resolutions likewise 
indorsing a postwar international organiza- 
tion for peace. 

Many others have expressed similar views. 

Reports from Washington state that the 
first business to be taken up by the house, 
when congress reconvenes today, will be this 
same subject of postwar policy. The Full- 
bright resolution, already approved by the 
house foreign affairs committee, would put 
congress on record as favoring American par- 
ticipation in “the creation of appropriate in- 
ternational machinery with power adequate to 
establish and to maintain a just and lasting 
peace.” 

Every poll of public opinion on this issue 
shows overwhelming majority of the American 
people in full agreement with the proposal 
for creation of a world association with power 
to enforce its decisions on wouldbe aggressor 


~ 


nations. 

After the First World War a little group 
of irreconcilable senators, motivated by po- 
litical hatred for President Woodrow Wilson, 
kept this nation out of the League of Nations. 
Had they not so acted, there is at least strong 
possibility the world would never have known 
the agony of the second World War. 

It is good to see the practically unanimous 
acceptance, by leaders and by the people alike, 
of the necessity of closest co-operation be- 
tween nations in the world to come and of 
some form of international police force capable 
of halting “the criminal] element” among the 
nations before it can perpetrate the crime of 
ageressive war. 

While this determination remains alive and 
strong, there is ground for faith in the last- 
ing peace which is the objective of the price 
in life and in treasure now being poured out 
upon the battlefields of the world. 


Desperate Need 

This has been proclaimed “Nurse Recruit- 
ment Week” for Atlanta and for Georgia. Both 
Governor Arnall and Mayor Hartsfield have 
issued formal papers calling upon every quali- 
fied woman. not in essential war work, to offer 
her services as a nurse. 

A large propotion of nurses have been 
drawn into the armed services. No one at 
home would, in any event, object to this. Our 
own men, fighting to preserve our safety, have 
first call on the essential attentions of the 
nurses. 

But the result here at home is a really 
dangerous shortage of nurses, both for the hos- 
pitals and for home service. There are, it is 
stated, hundreds of nurses in Georgia who have 
retired from practice. Many are registered, 
others are practical nurses. All, in both cate- 
gories, are urged to come forward now, with 
need so desperate, and volunteer to resume the 
work they formerly did. 

Women who are qualified, even though their 
past nursing experience has been limited to 
their own homes, can serve. Women who can 
cevote only part time can also help to meet 


the need. The situation is really serious. 
Unless this call is answered it is inevitable 
that some who would otherwise have lived will 
succumb to their ailments.

Master Forest Farmers 

Tonight, at Douglas, Ga., twenty timber land 
owners of central Georgia will be honor guests 
at a special forestry dinner. The dinner will 
be given jointly by the civic clubs of Douglas, 
and the Forest Farmers’ Association. 

Certificates as “Master Forest Farmers” 
will be awarded the twenty honor guests by the 
association. It is believed this will be the 
first formal, public awarding of such certifi- 
cates in the entire south. 

Award of the certificate means the re- 
cipient has conformed to a minimum forestry 
code formulated by the association. That 
code calls for proper protection of the timber 
from fire, proper cutting and marketing and 
adequate work to improve the timber stands. 

Nothing is more important in Georgia to- 
day than preservation of the timber wealth of 
the state. Timber is a crop which, with proper 
attention, yields good, steady income year after 
year. It likewise conserves the value of all 
soil, preventing erosion and providing the 
humus which keeps land rich and productive. 

The wealth of southern timber resources is 
almost immeasurable. Yet, by ruthless cut- 
ting, by fire and other avoidable loss, the de- 
struction of this wealth is not short of shocking. 

By focusing attention on the achievements 
of these twenty forest farmers, example for 
better timber practices will be set before oth- 
ers. It is an important step in the long process 
of education which must be carried through 
if the south is to keep its timber as a wealth-

them how_to make out their reports, or cor- 
rect errors in figures they have made in at- 
tempt to solve the mystery themselves. 

Every one of these thousands who grow 
weary and perhaps hungry in the long wait 
for attention declare never again will they 
subject themselves to this discomfort; that at 
the earliest possible hour they will attend to 
this important matter when tax experts are 
sitting at their desks with little to do. But 
they will not, and when the deadline date 
comes again they will be back in the corridors 
of the Internal Revenue Bureau waiting, be- 
moaning and making new resolves of prompt- 
ness. 

And while on the subject of do-it-now, what 
about that Christmas shopping? Already mer- 
chants and postal authorities are urging that 
purchases be made far in advance, wrapped 
and mailed*with the label “Don’t Open Until 
Christmas,” and there are good reasons why 
this should be done. 

Merthants cannot obtain many articles they 
would like to stock, so the task of selection will 
occasion considerable shopping. Mercantile 
establishments are short of clerks now, and 
the extras usually employed for the Christmas 
rush will not be obtainable. The mails are 
crowded now: conditions will be worse as the 
holidays approach. Again, the man-power 
shortage will affect receipts, handling and de- 
livering of Christmas packages.

THE BETTER FOR US NEW YORK, Sept. 13.—The more

And when the Ger- 
mans must depend for transport upon Italian personnel—or else 
take possession of a railroad by force which would divert a lot of 
their own personne! to the job—the turn of a switch can direct a 
train to disaster. The removal of a single rail can wreck it. 

The Germans in Italy are now in an enemy country. Italians 
who were not belligerently hostile to the Germans will become so 
when they find that peace which came with the armistice is broken 
by the Germans making their country a battleground. 


IMPORTANCE OF TARANTO It is far more important that 


the Allies have taken Taran- 
to than that the Germans temporarily should be able to establish 
a military cordon around Rome. 

Occupation of Taranto clears the way for Allied landings on the 
west coast of Greece, the Albanian or Yugoslavian coast—to reach 
the Balkans—or the east coast of Italy. The only military value 
in the Germans’ temporarily saying they have Rome is propaganda 
for the home front. 

Germany may make us some trouble and gain some time for the 
present by stabbing, delaying tactics in south and central Italy, but 
nothing like the trouble we shall make her and the flesh we shall 
carve off her ribs as the result of the Italian surrender. 


REARRANGING PLANS German divisions have had to be 


rushed from the home front or 
from Russia to the Balkans and Greece, to Italian-occupied France 
and to get a grip on a defense line in northern Italy. Win or lose 
in the clashes between German and Italian troops in the north 
or elsewhere, the Germans have suffered casualties at the same 
— has had to rearrange her dispositions of transport and 
SUPPLY. 

That she had to do so on short notice is evident in Hitler's 
charge of treachery against Badoglio in not having told the Fuehrer 
he was asking for an armistice. In contrast. as an advantage to the 
Allies, the prearranged armistice was subject to application at the 
most favorable moment for their plan. 

The first moves in the plan have been revealed. We wait on 
others to be in future operations. Through Italian sources the 
Allies must have had knowledge of the location and number of 
German divisions in southern Europe as they now have to facilitate 
the execution of their plan in adapting it to changes of situation.

As someone else has said, a psychologist, I think, the average 
American gets a laugh, and a friendly feeling, out of speaking of 
Joseph Stalin as “Joe” or “Uncle Joe.” He can say that in a con- 
versation easier than he can “Winston” or “Franklin.” 


RUSSIA’S APPEAL One of the reasons why I like to toss in 
an appeal for an effort at understanding 


of the Russian position, and a plea for participation in some sort 
of postwar planning, is because I believe we would create, by our 
failure, just exactly what some of our conservatives fear may 
happen ... Russian domination of most of Europe. 

There is enough evidence to demonstrate that Russia has caught 
the imagination of the European. world in a manner comparable 
with the hold held by the United States during, and at the close, 
of the first World War. 

I think we may have forgot just how powerful was the effect, 
on the imaginations of the peoples of Europe, of the words and 
the thoughts of Woodrow Wilson. It was a fact that even the 
humblest peasants of the Balkans and of Italy knew of him and 
of this country.

ing, “Well, I think Russia ought to have about what she asks for 
in Europe. She sure has done a job of fighting. I hope she won't 
ask too much and get into a row with us, because I sure don’t 
want any trouble with them.” 

If this plain fact and condition is overlooked, it will be very, 
very wrong. 
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I think I might like them, too.

Let me call your attention Yo the fact that General DeGaulle 

was, and is, one of them. DeGaulle has a representative in Moscow

Not all the Balkans will want to go with Russia in a pact or 
agreement, but if France is restored and if France does, most of 
them, not now sure of their position, will do so. 

We are suffering for want of a positive program. We can’t have 
one because any agreement must be agreed upon by the senate.

Mankind has never outgrown belief in slavery. We forbid 
slavery that is open and above-board, but involuntary servitude by 
any other name is slavery; and any man who has no choice but te 
do another's will and labor for another's benefit is a slave. 

England's Colonial policy in the time of George III was a slave 
policy. The whole idea was to milk the colonies. It failed in the 
end because it was economically unsound. No arrangement can 
last unless it benefits both parties. 

Strict English law, sponsored by English businessmen, required 
Americans (who were Englishmen) to buy all manufactured goods 
from England and sell all of their raw products to England. Goods 
were taxed going and coming. Americans depended on England 
for credit and paid a stiff price for it. The role of Americans was 
to labor for the enrichment of English business and the English 
government. They paid taxes of more than 200 million dollars a 
year—more than a billion by present standards. 

Paying taxes and interest and profits kept Americans broke. 
New Englanders kept even by trading and smuggling; southern 
planters went ever deeper into debt. 

English and Scotch manufacturing cities grew great and rich by 
milking America, but the system was doomed, even without the 
Revolution, for the profits were book profits and Americans owed 
more billions than they ever could pay. 

After the Revolution, New England replaced England as manu- 
facturer for America. And in time the south and west developed 
the status of colonies. They manufactured little; they were financed 
by New England—and eventually by New York—and their role was 
to produce raw materials and pay interest to enrich “Wall street.” 

That system paid*during the era of exploitation, but the money- 
bags suffered periodic losses, in one way or another, for the time 
came when the exploited could pay no more and debts had to be 
cancelled. There is still no way to get blood out of a turnip. 

Our high tariff system was an effort to make the world buy 
from us without selling us anything. It worked while the world 
had gold to pay its debt to us. It failed, and helped ruin all of us, 
when the world could pay no more—and we still refused to accept 
goods in payment. 

In building our new world, we've got to remember these things— 
to remember, above all else, that no system is sound and lasting that 
enslaves one group to enrich another. ‘ 
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making any more for the duration.

General George C. Marshall's bi- 
ennial report, in which he indi- 
cates that the Army is “reaching 
the end of the expansion” and that 
it will from now on concentrate on 
quality rather than quantity train- 
ing, marks the entering of a new 
chapter in the war effort. 

This change comes at a time 
when civilian production has been 
drastically reduced and when cl- 
vilian durable goods are beginning 
to wear out. . 

Although the depletion of man 
power engaged in production and 
distribution may be abated by the 
new Army policy, it would be rash 
to assume that, as the attack phase 
of the United States war effort has 
been reached, there can be even a 
partial immediate return to busi- 
ness as usual, 

War Chews Up Material. 

While the Army’s need for addi- 
tional men may be reduced, the re- 
quirements of the military for 
things will be enhanced. 

As Undersecretary of War Pat- 
terson recently pointed out to me, 
the rate of consumption of mili- 
tary implements is enormously in- 
creased during episodes of battle. 

Whereas modern mechanized 
warfare uses up men less rapidly 
than trench fighting did in World 
War I, contemporary war chews 
up material with unprecedented 
rapidity. Likewise, overseas war- 
Tare, especially in the _ Asiatic 
areas, requires an_ inordinately 
large quantity of shipping tonnage. 

U. S. Aware of Realities. 

The United States high -com- 
mand is thoroughly aware of these 
realities, and has. attuned the do- 
mestic war production schedule to 
these trends. 

The point is, however, that there 
is not much leeway at present for 
cutting back from war production 
to civilian production. 

Thus, it is premature to think in 
terms of mitigating rationing and 
replenishing civilian overall sup- 
plies. 

Nevertheless, it is important as 
a war measure to keep the domes- 
tic productive machinery, trans- 
portation, and at least minimum 
civilian requirements well in mind 
in revising prospective production 


i schedules. 


Adequate man power and facili- 
ties for the railroads, buses and 
civil airways warrant high priority 
as an instrumentality for carrying 
on successful warfare. 

Backlog of Postwar Demands. 

Likewise, while the war lasts, 
shortages of civilian goods, espe- 
cially mechanical comfort goods, 
are in the making, and are piling 
up a backlog of postwar demand. 

From this viewpoint, the prob- 
lem of providing gainful employ- 
ment after armament makers 
cease producing guns in present 
volume is far from insoluble.

armament production after the 
war, will be needed in peacetime 
industries which are presently in 
a state of suspended animation. 

Thus, while business manage- 
ment is thinking in terms of post- 
war products» and reconversion, 
workers can also do some practi- 
cal postwar economic planning. 
They can appraise their own 
skills and determine what types 
of jobs they are fitted for in post- 
war industries which will be re- 
created to make _ refrigerators, 
stoves, automobiles, sewing ma- 
chines, typewriters and a vast va- 
riety of other products, which are 
not being made currently in view 
of the emergency need for reserv- 
ing man power and raw materials 
for making munitions of war. 


Postwar Planning. 


In the same spirit, some sales 
managers are doing concrete post- 
war planning in terms of tenta- 
tively allotting jobs when peace 
comes to returning veterans. 

From an economic standpoint, 
the return of the soldiers to pro- 
ductive industry should _ prove 
fundamentally beneficial. Now 
they are consumers of economic 
goods and services, but when they 
have been mustered out they will 
again be in position to become 
producers as well as consumers. 
The net effect will be to increase 
the heap of goods available for 
civilians, and thus to restore liv- 
ing standards which have retro- 
gressed during the present crises. 

The overall objective after the 
war should be to balance the na- 
tional economy, so that producing 
groups in agriculture, industry, 
trade and the service occupations 
can give employment to one an- 
other through interchanging 
among themselves the products of 
their year’s labor.

Inhuman, Says 


Odie Fluker 


Odie Vernon Fluker, alleged At- 
lanta racketeer who escaped from 
the Georgia .state prison after 
being convicted of the murder of 
Eddie Guyol, yesterday pleaded in 
a New York federal court not to 
be sent back to a Florida prison 
camp, because “it’s inhuman.” 

Fluker was being sentenced 
after pleading guilty to an indict- 
ment alleging conspiracy to trans- 
port in interstate commerce . ap- 
proximately $100,000 in securities 
stolen ffom the automobile of Mr. 
and Mrs. Victor E. P. Barkman at 
Daytona Beach, Fla., in May, 1942. 
He was sentenced to four years in 
a federal prison. 

Fluker told Federal Judge John 
C. Knox that some prisoners in the 
DeSoto county (Fla.) prison camp 
injured themselves “in order to be 
sent to the hospital and away from 
their keepers.” 

Fluker was serving a 15-year 
sentence for armed robbery when 
he escaped from the Florida camp. 
He was serving a life term when 
he escaped from the Georgia 
prison.

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Service Men’s 
Wives To Get 
Maternity Care 


With nearly 1,000 women on 
the waiting list, Georgia will be- 
gin giving maternity and infant 
care to families of service men 
Thursday, the State Health De- 
partment announced yesterday. 

The first allotment has been 
received from the federal govern- 
ment. It is for $15,000. Future 
allotments will be made on month- 
ly basis, but no set figure has 
been announced. 

Persons may obtain application 
forms from the local health de- 
partment, the local welfare agen- 
cy, a chapter of the American Red 
Cross, or the station hospital or 
any military post in Georgia. 
Since fees allowed physicians are 
below usual, costs, the applicant 
must select a doctor who is will- 
ing to participate, and the doctor 
must sign the application. The 
applicant must use a hospital on 
the approved list, or plan for 
home delivery. 

Any woman residing in Georgia 
is eligible to apply for the serv- 
ice #f her husband is‘an enlisted 
man of the fourth, fifth, sixth or 
seventh grades in the Army, Navy, 
Marine Corps or Coast Guard. 
These ratings scale: upwards to 
sergeants in the Army, storekeep- 
ers and telegraphers in the Navy, 
mess sergeants in the Marines and 
yeomen in the Coast Guard. They 
include men deceased or missing 
in action. 

The free service includes pre- 
natal care, care during childbirth 
in a hospital or at home, after- 
care for mother and child, nurs- 
ing visits and medical and hospi- 
tal care for ill infants less than 
one year age.

Reeves Doomed 


By High Tribunal 


For the second time, the Georgia 
supreme court yesterday affirmed 
the death sentence of C. B. Reeves,

Whittle pleaded guilty to cash- 
ing several fraudulent checks 
while posing as a lieutenant, and 
is now being held in the Bun- 
combe county jail at Asheville, 
awaiting transfer to Birmingham, 
Ala., or Rome, Ga., where other 
complaints have been filed, Ham- 
mack said.

LOS ANGELES, Sept. _13.—()| 
Actor David Gaspar Bacon, mask- 
ed marvel of the movies, died 
last night, victim of a stabbing as 


weird and mysterious as any of 
the situations portrayed in the in- 
numerable film thrillers in which 
he starred. 

The scion of a Boston political 
family, who told his studio he at- 
tended school with Franklin D. 
Roosevelt Jr., and that he often 
had been a guest at the White 
House and Hyde Park, died in a 
bean field in suburban Venice, 
sobbing to a passerby, “please 
help me.” 

Clad in blue denim shorts and 
returning from a swim, Bacon lost 
control of his small, English-built 
automobile. It bounced over the 
curb and stopped. He climbed out 
of it and collapsed. He died of a 
stab wound in the back, gasping 
his plea to Wayne Powell, a pass- 
erby. 

Witnesses said Bacon’s car wav- 
ered along Washington boulevard 
before leaping the curb. One wom- 
an said she saw a  black-haired 
man in the vehicle beside the driv- 
er, while a station attendant a 
half mile west of the beanfield 
said a man and a woman, besides 
the driver, were in the car when 
it passed his place. 

Bacon’s wife, Greta Keller, Aus- 
tralian singer, who is expecting a 
child, was under a physician's 
care after hearing of her hus- 
band’s death. Neighbors said he 
left the couple’s Hollywood home 
about 2 p. m. yesterday, saying he 
was going swimming at the beach. 

Bacon’s father, a former lieu- 
tenant governor of Massachusetts, 
is now abroad, a lieutenant col- 
onel in the Army. 

Young Bacon, who adopted the 
name of David when he started 
his acting career, was a native of 
Barnstable, Mass., and studied at 
Deerfield Academy, Groton and 
Harvard. He wrote and appeared 
in the exclusive Hasty Pudding | 
Club’s annual show for three 
years. Before coming to Holly- 
wood, he appeared in summer 
stock.

State Pension 
‘Red Tape’ Cut 
To Clear Rolls 


The state welfare department 
yesterday slashed red tape from 
old age pension investigations in 
its effort to clear the rolls of all 
pending applications by October 1. 

Announcing the “most drastic 
change ever made in public wel- 
fare procedure in Georgia,” Di- 
rector A: J. Hartley said his de- 
partment had been authorized by 
the social security board to elimi- 
nate visits to the applicant’s home, 
and to require that the applicant 
merely show he is 65 years old in- 
stead of forcing him to prove any 
other age above this required 
figure. 

Hartley said the reconsideration 
of policies was in line with a re- 
cent Constitution editorial urging 
abolition of “red tape and long, 
unessential investigations while 
needy old people suffer for want 
of pensions.” 

He believed the changes would 
strengthen rather than lower effi- 
ciency of the department, since it 
would place more responsibility on 
the county organizations. 

In the future, one interview with 
the applicant at the county wel- 
fare office should be sufficient, 
except on rare occasions, the di- 
rector said. 

In the future, the applicant will 
be the primary source of informa- 
tion in determining eligibility for 
and continuing eligibility for old 
age assistance, Hartley pointed 
out. 

The director called in the nine 
supervisors from over the state 
yesterday to explain the new 
streamlined method of investigat- 
ing applicants. These supervisors 
will hold district meetings tomor- 
row to explain the procedure to 
county leaders.

“In New Zealand, where social 
security is more far-reaching than 
it is anywhere else in the world, 
the taxes are 28 per cent of a per- 
son's income.

“In addition to taxing the in- 
dividual, the proposed plan will 
put a prohibitive tax burden on 
all private industry and will 
cause a huge wave of unemploy- 
ment. 

“Looking back over the history 
of the United States, one can find 
that on 13 different occasions pri- 
vate industry has rescued this 
country from depressions, and if) 
private industry is given a free 
rein it will rescue the country 
from any depressions which 
might develop in the future. 

“Today we are winning a war.
